Inetead of the jar, we may 
make use of a square stirrup, embracing the 
stem closely. The stem of the lightning-rod is 
buildings, according to cir- 
cumstances.

far the ephere of action of a lightning rod ex. 
tends, but, in several instances, te nam remote 
parts of large buildings on which they have been 
erected, have been struck by lightning at the 
distance of three or four times the longth of the 
conductor from the rod. It is caleulated by M. 
Charles, that a lightning rod will effectually 
protect a circular space, whose radius is twice 
the hoight of the conductor; and they are now 
attached to buildings according to this principle. 
A current of electric matter whether luminous 
or not, is always accompanied by heat, the in- 
tensity of which depends on the velocity of thé 
current. This heat is sufficient to make a wire 
ted hot, or to fuse or disperse it, if sufficiently 
slender; but it scarcely raises the temperature 
of a bar of metal, on account of ite large mass. 
It is by the heat of the electric current, as well 
as by that oes from the air, condensed 


by the passage of the lightning through it, when 
not conve by a re conductor, that build- 
ings struck by it are frequently set on fire. 


No instance hao yet occurred of an iron bar, 
of rather more than half an inch square, or of 
a cylinder of the same diameter, having been 
fused, or even heated red hot by lightning. A 
bar of this size would therefore be sufficient for 
a lightning rod, but as ite stem ought to rise 
from fifteen to twenty feet above the building, 
it would net be strong enough to resist tho ac- 
tion of the wind, unless the lower part were 
made much thicker. 

An iron bar about three quarters of an inch 
square, is suflicient for conductors. It might 
even be made still smaller, and consist merely 
of a wire, provided it be connected at the sur- 
face of the ground with a bar of metal, about 
half an inch square, immersed in water or a 


vaulted roof it should be terminated by three or 
four feet, or spurs, which must be soldered into 
the stone, with lead, in the usual manner. 

The lower part of the conductor should be an 
iron bar or rod about three-quarters of an inch 
thick, ——— from the bottom of the stem to 
the ground. It should be firmly united to the 
stem by means of a collar, screw, or bolt, and 
ite several parts should be connected together in 
a similar manner. After penetrating mto the 
ground for about two foet it should be bent at 
right angles to the wall of the building, and af. 
ter being carried in that direction for twelve or 
fifteen feet, it should be made to communicate 
with a well, drain, aqueduct or ess 
moist earth. If the soil be dry, it should extend 
to the depth of twelve or fifteen feet; and to se- 
cure it from rust, it should be surrounded with 
charcoal, which is indestructible, and which, 
while it preserves the iron, facilitates the pas- 
sage of the electricity into the ground by its 
conducting property.

Winnebapgoes are to receive annually, for thirty | 


years, the sum of eighteon thousand dollars, and 
the Potawatanues are to receive annually filteen 
thousand dollars, so long as they sustain their 
name as @ distinct nation, 

Unusual harmony between the Cominies oners 
and the Indians prevailed during the treaty, and 
the Indians express a perfect satisfaction at the 
accomplishment of the long contemplated sale 
of ther country. We shall probably be able to 
gvo a more definite account of thu treaty in our 
neat number. 

A keel boat lying in the port of Galena, was 
atruck with lightning on the 30th ult. The elec- 
tric thud descended the mast to the kelson, which 
received some injury; but there bemg about two 
inches in depth of water in the bottom of the 
boat, prevented the damage there, which would 
otherwiee have been done. Two persons sus- 
tained considerable injury from the shock, but 
soon recovered, 

We have been informed by Mr. Kenney, who 
resides at the head of the Upper Rapids, that 
more than thirty flat boats have passed the ra- 
pids the present season, laden with lead from this 
~— Boats of this description were first used 
vore last year, for the transportation of lead. —

We 
have lately caricatures of Lonp WELLINGTON 
by many different hands; and it is certain that 
whether like the Duke or not, they are wonder- 
fully like each other:—*'I shall not attempt to 
describe the contour of the Duke: that may be 
seen in all his portraite; but especially in the 
caricatures of his person; you have the real 
Simon Pure in the Jarvey “‘Wot drives the So- 
Yereign;’’ or in the Fireman ‘wot is made 
‘oreman to the British.’ ‘‘Mind wot I say; I'm 
‘the man what can do the trick; there is no mis- 
take about me.’’ No mistake sure enough. 
Whether quietly issuing into St. James’s Park, 
from his Downing street residence, with Paul 
Pry-like umbrella tucked under his arm; whe- 
ther pacing the least-frequented walks of the 
Park, or trotting homewards from the House of 
Lords; the Conqueror of Waterlooand “Foreman 
tothe British,’’ is the same person. The House 
has met. There sits the Duke of Wellingtcn at 
the right extremity of the Treasury Bench, in blue 
frock, white trowsers strapped under his boots, 
white neck-cloth, thin sallow dim-looking face, 
prominent nose, mouth falling in, in an extraor- 
dinary degree, his small black round hat thrust 
forward a la militaire, upon his nose, covering 
his well-formed eye-brows and keen eyes; his 
arms a kimbo. The Marquis of Londonderry is 
at the table, discussing the coal duty question, 
making a furious charge upon ‘‘ the City of 
Lunon,”’ sabreing the redoubtable Common- 
council right and left; and the smiles of the 
duke of Wellington show that he enjoys the fun, 
and calls to his mind's eye other fields where the 
Noble Marquis’s ardour led him to take more 
worthy foes by the beard. Another debate 
comes on. The young Marquis of Clanricarde 
arraigns the foreign policy of the Ministry, and 
pronounce England ** shorn of her glory by mis- 
management, humbled, degraded spiritless.’’— 
Lord Aberdeen replies; and Lord Holland comes 
to the aid of the young assailant of the veteran 
Duke, and vents all the fury of his blustering 
eloquence upon ‘* Noble Lords on the other 
side,’’ protesting that he was almost afraid to 
speak, because he knew not which he was ad- 
dressing, the opposition at Oxford or at Cam- 
bridge! Lord Holland sat down, puffing like a 
porpoise, and up rose the Duke to reply, cool 
but evidently stung. His hat was laid aside; his, 
action oratorical, his manner collected, and his 
voice firm and clear. I never saw his Grace to 
so much advantage—no, not even at the head 
of his regiment in Hyde Park, upon the back of 
his favourite charger at a long trot. The general 
was positively lost in the orator. He not only 
made a speech, but a good speech, an effective 
speech, an eloquent speech, abounding in all 
the requisite of a Parliamentary reply. ‘Truly 
the Duke ie an extraordinary man. There is

mitted:— “ 

A difficulty had arisen on Saturday between a 
man by the name of Robert Hogg, living on the 
bank of the Ohio river, and a Mr. Lowry M'Cul- 
ly, who lately resided in Grayson county. The 
parties separated on Saturday in anger, but no 
violence passed between them. On Sunday 
night following, ‘‘ M'Cully collected a parcel of 
saa friends and repaired to the private dweil- 
ing of Mr. Hogg, for the purpose of satiating 
his vengeance upon its inmates. The first acto! 
depredation committed by them was killing the 
trusty dog who warned his master of their ap- 
proach. They next shot through the window 
into the house: then attacked the door, through 
which they fired 15 or 20 musket shot. By this 
time, it appears, Hogg thought them really in 
earnest and determined to stop their unhallow- 
ed career. Accordingly he levelled his rifle and 
fired at one of the besiegera, which proved to be 
M’Cully himself. The shot took effect and 
passed immediately through the centre of his 
body, which caused instant death. 

The affair then terminated. The besicged 
escaped uninjured, and the assailants retreated 
with loss of a companion in wickedness, promis- 
ing themselves, no doubt, never to engage in an 
affair of the kind fur the future. It is truly la- 
mentable that reason and deliberate reflection, 
had not been permitted to exercise their influ- 
ence, before the commission of this unlawful 
outrage. Let this be another, to the almost 
numberless warnings, of the impropriety of per. 
petrating, and the just decrees of Providence in 
punishing, suc h rash and inconsiderate crimes. 

Hogg delivered himecif up to the proper au- 
thority and plead self defence; was tried by an 
examining court, and honorably acquitted.
